BOSTON, October 19.—Boston has been ter- 
ribly excited for the pastfour or five days. 
The sale of newspapers has been something 
immense; supplements have been the order 
of every day, and the reporter’s life has been 
a burden to him. Politics arenowhere. Presi- 
dential candidates, Colorado murders and 
rumors of pending wars abroad sink into ut- 
ter insignificance before our own home mat- 
ters, which are all we can manage just now. 
Tothink of Boston, the calm, cultured Hub 
of the intellectual world, being the spot un- 
happily selected for the headquarters of that 
biggest and smallest of all modern South Sea 
bubbles, the Woman Bank! Why couldn’t 
that Mrs. Howe of eventful history have gone 
somewhere elso to locate her mean swindle on 
poor, silly, hard-working women? How 
abominably cunning it wasin her to confine 
her charity (?) to single women, so that there 
should be no Pr a to inquire into the 
workings of the coficern and bring it to grief! 
In fact, this answers my question: Of course 
it was on account of our superfluous women, 
for which New England, and especially Mas- 
sachusetts, 1s so celebrated that our metrop- 
olis was chosen from which to victimize the 
silly, trusting flies.

Mrs. Spencer, who was vey tastily and suita= 
bly attired, and timt is that no one could com- 
plain of the women who spoke at this con- 
gress onthe score of appearance, forthere 


was not one of whom that offensiveterm .

H Carter; Miss Ella Chamberlaia, 
is whistling—which she 
does wonderfuliy well; Miss Teresa Car- 
reno Campbell, the violinist; Elmore A. 
Pierce, bumorous and dramatic reader,a 
cometist, pianist, organist, and Wulf Fries, 
the ’cello player. Such a combination is 
bound to go. 

Of course Tremont Temple was crowded on 
allthe above occasions, so that the season 
may well be said to have opened most auspi- 
ciously there. On Saturday afternoon a chil- 
dren’s matinee was given, which also drew a 
very large house. ‘The artists were supplied, 
1 think, by the same Bureau, and included 
Miss Chamberlain, who is always a favorite; 
a lady cometist, Miss Rose Hardin; Lula 
Stanley, the inimitable child reader, and 
others.

Texas and the Guif 
States are adopted§to its growth. One South- 
ern correspondent writes that be can raise 
jute as easily ashe can corn. The Professor, 
however, Calls attention to the utter useless- 
ness of attempting tv compete with the pau- 
per labor of the orieat in the ma‘ter of 
separating and disentegrating the fibre and 
suggests that the inventive geaoius of Ameri- 
ca devote itself to devising some mechanical 
or medica] means to bring about this result.

Garibaldi at Genoa.

Garibaldi’s fopmal request for permission to 
visit his son-in-law was promptly and cour- 
teouslv answered. The arrangements were 
left entirely to hisown convenience, and he 
chose to go down shortly after 11 o’clock in 
the morning. As soonasthe open carriage 
in which he reclined appeared in the streets 
2 crowd, momentarily growing in numbers 
and increasing in enthusiasm, surrounded it. 
The people, evenin moments of wildest ex- 
citement, seem full of tender pity for the 
maimed hero, and no desire to touch the 
bem of his garment willinduce them torun 
the slightest risk of injuring him in a crusb. 
This morning abouta score of voluntetrs from 
the crowd linked arms and marched at 
the back and by the sides of the carriage to 
keep off the pressure. Withiu this cordon 
walked one of tne Garibaldians, an old griz- 
zied soldier, who had supplie. himself with 
an undersized alpaca umbrella.

She occupied to the 
day of her death the chiid’s chair she occupied 
in 1552, when three years old and sieptin the 
same cradle. Her arms and hands were 
beautiful, and she would show them with 
great prideto each visitor. Tois vanilv was 
about the only womanly trait she exhibited, 
and with the exception of being alive to re- 
marks complimentary to the whiteness aud 
perfection of ber hands and aros, she seem- 
ed to be insensible to all else passing round 
her. This singular creature was sabject to 
epilepsy, and this is what caused her weader- 
ful condition. She ate and Step? well aad 
seemed to be io her usual healih up te tifteen 
minutes before her death, When she was seiz- 
ead With an epileptie tit, from whieh she never 
recovered. Katie wus forty-eiznt years of 
age atthetime of berdeath. Forty-tive of 
these she Was cared for at the couniy aimse- 
bouse and Bayview Asylum,and it is peraaps 
atiributable to the care aud treatment she re- 
ceived in those institutions that ste had sur- 
Vived so long.

Mortality of Health Resorts. 
From the London Sanitary Record. 


Our'table of August statistic. Jincludes 
the folcwing fifteen watering places and 
bealth resorts: Banvor, Brigbton,Dawlishb, 
Dover, Eastbourne, I'fracomve, Littiehamp- 
ton, Penzance, Ramsgate, Kvde, Southport, 
Teignmouth, Torquay, Wesion-super- Mare, 
avd Worthing. The annual death rate in 
these tifteen wvtering places during August, 
although most of them were crowded with 
visitors, Who are not counted in the estimated 
population, did not average more than 20.3 
per 1,000, the zymotie death rate was equal 
to5 per 1,000, mainly owivg to infantile diar- 
yhea,which was fatally prevaient in Brighton, 
Eastbourne, and Penzance. The deaths re- 
ferred to tbe six other zymotic diseases in 
these waterizg places were remarkably few. 
apd the sbove figures afford satisfactory evi- 


dence of thejhealthy cendition of these 
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seemstome, tempered by tenderest pity. | 
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boliday resorts, and of their comparative | 


fretdom from zymotic fatality. The death 
rute from diseases of the respiratory organs 
during August in these watering places, ex- 
clusive of Brighton, for which we have not 
yet succeeded in obtaining the taformation, 
did not exceed 1.4 per 1,000 against.an aver- 
age of2.3 in allthe sanitary districts. 


About Apples. 
From a New York Letter. 


The immense export of apples continues 
tobe the leading feature in the market. 
Since the season opened 192,000 barrels have 
been shipped, and the trafltic will no doubt 
contirue till Cbristmas. It may be estimated 
that the above mentioned amount is the aver- 
age product of 50,000 trees, or 1,500 acres of 
orchaid. Thisis buta small amount com- 
pared with the vast territory devoted to this 
crop, and it gives oneafair idea of the im- 
mensity of the apple product. It may be 
mentioned that this is the greatest apple year 
since 1875, when the exports reached the 
handsome amount of 830,000 barrels. This 
year it willbe nearly doubled. The foreizn 
cemand is very active at present quotations, 
and our apples are such a luxury tuat it will 
pay to cvrry them from this city to Liverposl 
and thence to Constantinople.

A QUESTION OF STATISTICS. 

Mr. Nimmo, the Chief of the Bureau of 
Statistics, isnowin St. Louis gathering 
and arranging the data for the census of 
1880. His attention has been called by 
several gentlemen whose interests lie 
largely in East St. Louis to the fact that a 
fair return of the capital and the manufac- 
turing interests of their city will not have 
justice done to them in the census if the 
enormous trade of our eastern suburb is 
credited to St. Clair county, I4inois. 
The volume of business done by St. Louis 
capital across the river is utterly unappre- 
ciated by those who do not know the colos- 
sal industries there carried on. Aud any 
account of the trade of this city which dves 
not show up East St. Louisin its proper 
light as essentially a part of this city will 
not do us justice. We will sink far below 
our proper level and take a position that 
willdo us no little injury in the other 
markets of the world if we are to be shorn 
of this suburb, whose trade really and 
absolutely is ours. The Stock Yards, 
the packing-houses, the  becf 
works, the five enormous elevators, the 
iron foundries and the transfer business 
of East St. Louis is done by St. Louis 
capital, with money from St. Louis banks. 
If a proper credit is not made of these re- 
sources, the census of i880 will show us 
to be entirely without a live stock trade, 
it will take away the largest part of our 
gra) trade, and half, if not more than 
half, of the pork trade. This issomething 
to which St. Louiscannot quietly submit, 
and, while we are given tu understand that 
Mr. Nimmo has informally told the geatle- 
men with whom he has conversed that the 
matter would be attended to, the affair is 
of such grave importance that it needs 
more than aninformal assertion. Fither 
the industries of East St. Louis must be 
included among the statistics of St. Louis, 
or their absence must be explained by the 
census in sucha way that it will do the 
city no harm throughout its tributary 
territory. A business ranging almost to 
two hundred millions of dollars annually 
has grouped itself about the eastern end of 
the bridge, partly because land was cheap- 
er fhan at the western end and partly be- 
cause we have never had a Board of Health 
in St. Louis that knew its business, but 
must needs be tinkering and mending the 
live stock trade till it was removed bodily 
outside its jurisdiction. There is not a 
pound of meat ora bushel of grain trans- 
ferred in East St. Louis that the transfer 
is not made with St. Louis money upon the 
floor of the Merchants’ Exchange, and what 
credit there is to be had for the city from 
this circumstance we insist that the city 
must have.

A DISPATCH from New York this morniug

It 1s 
not at all surprising that, though the rep- 
rehensible forger of the Garfield letter has 
been fully exposed, no attempt will be 
made to arrest or annoy him. It is simply 
proposed to hold the entire Democratic 
party responsible for the act of a man who 
seems to have had no other object in view 
than to create a bigger sensation than Re- 
publican Joe Howard kicked up when. he 
forged a Lincoln proclamation calling out 
afresh relay of troops in 1863. People 
who know the talented and impecunious 
Mr. Philp and his fondness for practical 


jokes will be much more ready to believe, 


that he has worked up this case for Detec- 
tive Lonergan than that he forged the 
letter said to have been written by Gar- 
field} to Morey. Philp’s fondness for no- 
toriety and his passion for creating public 
stews would be likely to iead him 
to set up a job like this on him- 
self. The letter, forgery though it be, 
was plausible enough to fool the Demo- 
cratic managers and the country generally, 
and that’s more than can be said of the 
story about the discovery of the al:eged 
perpetrator. 


Tue severity of last winter in. France 
bas once more brought the wolves to the 
front apd many tales of their destructive 
onslaughts upon the sheep-folds and upon 
men ard women come in from the moun- 
tainious and forest-covered provinces of 
the republic.

Itreads a lit- 
tie curious in this year of grace 1880, this 
complaint of wolves in France.The average 
American idea of France isa country that 
might be mistaken fora kitchen garden, 
with every available acre under cultiva- 
tion, andao room fora wild beast larger 
than a squirrel or atame deer within its 
borders. Far back in the dim night of the 
stone age, when the Neanderthal man was 
butting bis thick skull agamst the ways 
and means of making life easier to live, 
when the kitchen-middens of Denmark 
were unheaped and the lake villages of 
Switzerland unbuilt, the very same race of 
wolves were howling over the waste 
places of Western Europe that 
still infest the mountain fastnesses. Tide 
after tide of prehistoric man has swept 
backward and forward over the land, but 
they held their own. One race after 
another has given way to a stronger. The 
Basque, the Celt, the Goth, the Frank and 
the Latin, one after another has disap- 
peared, and yet in 1880 the wolf, that was 
there before any of them, has survived.

WHEN an English paper starts out with 
the intention of making an ass of itself, it 
can generally plumb the abysses of chuckle- 
headedness. The London Morning Post has 
in the past given several good indications 
of what it could do by way of imbecility, 
but its latest effort hasa little more bril- 
liant and glittering idiocy about it 
than anything of the kind which 
we have seen since the Seattle Cir- 
cular Saw suspended. The Post has dis- 
covered the true inwardness of the Land 
League and the Parnell movement. There 
is a gigantic conspiracy on foot between the 
Democratic party at the relation and to the 
use of the redoubtable John Kelly, 
of Tammany Hall, Esquire, party of 
the first part, and one Charles Stew- 
art Parnell of the second part, where- 
by, as soon as Hancock is elected, Ireland 
will be joined to the Union.

Then, when we come 
to look at the ships that are to be reviewed, 
we find them hulks. 

Great care has to be exercised when ex- 
hibiting our navy in public. It would be 
very embarrassing to have two or three of 
Mr. Robeson’s naval monsters sink while 
on review. A few years ago one of our 
iron monitors went over to England and 
gave an exhibition to the English naval 
dignitaries at Portsmouth. The huge 
turret gun was fired, and for five minutes 
thereafter nething could be heard bat the 
rattle of rivets as they tumbled out of the 
rusty plates by reason of the concussion. 
Our navy should be packed in lavender 


and laid away for a decade or two.

Mr. GARFIELD at last denies, with an 
earnestness that can hardly be simulated, 
the authorship of the letter on Chinese 
labor which the New York Truth recently 
gave to the public. Mr. Garfield’s denials 
have not as arule been successful, but in 
this instance he probably tells the truth. 
There is a fishiness about the story of the 
letter to the deceased Massachusetts man 
which stamps it as the shrewd dodge of an 
enterprising newspaper to secure a little 
notoriety. The letter doesn’t sound like 
Garfield, but there is no reason why a Con- 
gpessman who accepted bribes might not 
have written just such a fool detter as this. 
We prefer, though, after mature delibera- 
tion, to regard the Chinese letter as a

THK TARIFF BOOHOO. 


What Ben Butler Has to Say About the 
Great Issue. 


From an Interview in New York Sun. 


Gen. Butler—I think amore unjust and 
wicked party cry Was never raised than the 
Republican cry on the tariff.

in 1832, with money enough coadlected w 
pay off the national debt and ail the expense 
of the Government and $32,000,000 surpius, 
avery large sum in those days, when tie 
whole expepses of the Government ba 
been less than $20,000,000 a vear. The 
only way to get rid of that $32,000,000 
surplus was to divide it among the States 
some of which added it to their scavoi tund 
and sowe divided it per capita among thelr. 

That illustration ef the folly of 
collectiog money by a tariff to be divided 
among the people again put an end Ww 
tariff for protection only. All other tariff 
have been imposed upon the basis of UW 
amount of revenue that would be needed 
pay the proper expenditures of the Gof 
ernment.

Clemens,” be introduce! himself 
as Joseph F. Andrews, of No. 2717 North 
Eleventh street. He then gave some very 
vague clues io the mysterious disappearance 
efayoung girl named Eleanor Merson, the 
16-year-old adopied daughter of the 
speaker’s Married sister. This was all 
done with the best grace _ possible 
for the nature of the proceeding 
and then the real object of the reporter and 
the side issue of the interview was opened 
on.

| ponderous a word bas been dropped by lex- 


icographers. In some places. as, if we speak 
of how original sin lies heavy on us, it seems 
& most appropriate word. ‘*We inherit, with 
Adan’s wature, the damn cleaving to it!’’ 
This use of the word came down to our 
American grandfathers, and lasted even till 
the time when the **Continental currency’’ 
was a dead ‘‘loss.’’ So came the expression 
*‘Not worth a Continental;”’ ‘“‘Not worth & 
Continental damn,’’ or **dead loss.’’ And 
forshert: “*Not worth a damn’”’—or bit of 
paper that was a dead _ loss! It is 
not to the credit of our. American lexicogra- 
phers that they nave not recogaized this ori- 
gin of aphrase veculiarly American, and 
that if “slang” at first, having a basis in fact, 
like acoumtiess number of other words, it has 
been enrolled as a factorén our accepted jan- 
guage—as *‘gerrymandering’’ has been. The 
people did better than their writers of prim- 
ers, grammers and. dictionaries. ama 
means a loss—(in American pariance, as 
above, a worthless scrip.) Damnable, for its 
general meaning, signifies ‘* worthy of severe

The Czar and His Brother. 
From the London World, October 13. 


I hear that the Czar is threatened with 
blindness, and that it is doubted if he would 
obtain any relief by an operation. Long be- 
fore General Melikoff’s appoiatment to the 
Dictatorship of Russia all State papers re- 
quiring His Majesty’s signature were printed 
inthe largest type, under the direct super- 
intendence of one of the Ministers, to enable 
the Czar to read them. The Grand Duke 
Nicholas would probably never have pub- 
lished bis recent defense in the Nouvelle 
Revue had he supposed that the Czar 
would be likely to peruse it; but as he 
had- hitherto been His Majesty’s favorite 
brother there were enough peopie about the 
court ready to undermine his influence and 
bring the obnoxious arcicle umderthe Impe- 
rial notiee. The Grand Duke Nichoias was 
named the principal exccutorin the will of 
the late Empress, and on dit that this has 
caused no small amount of jealousy among 
ber sons. She had appointed a second exec- 
utor in Gount Adlerberg, the Miaister of the 
Court, and the hereditary contidential friend 
of the Emperor, who once paid the Count’s 
gambling devts, after exacting the promise 
that he would never touch a card agaia. From 
the terms of the willthe Empress seemaid to 
expect to outlive ber husband, although she 
added a provision thatin the contrary event 
he should retain possession of the palace at 
Livadia, which was her property.

Daak Sirn:—Please send me a copy of the 
Missouri Handbook. Information.aboui Mis- 
souri is wanted bere by a great mapy people 
We bave farmed here just jong énough to 
find ovt that we cannot keep even, and have 
concluded to take up our beds and go. ‘This 
is no stock country, and as to farming, when 
we bave goou crops we get no prices, and 
when we fail grain is so high that. we cannot 
afford to buy it, or but little of it at most. 
It eosts so much to -ship grain 
from here to market that our maigin is noth- 
ing. I can give you the names of twenty or 
thirty heads of families that contemplate yvo- 
ing to Missouri if they can find out something 
about the State. They all talk of Bates, Ver- 
nen, Barton, Jasper, Newton, Barry, Chris- 
tian and Dade counties. The factis, we are 
too far west for successful farming. Too 
much hot winds in summer for grain, aad 
100 much cold blasts from the North in wia- 
ter for stock, there being no shelterjonly a 
treeless prairie as fw as the eye can reach.

Daring Highway Robbery This Morning 
at Nineteenth and Olive.

1 $780 Taken From a Clerk of the Mo. Street 


R, R. Co. by a Trio of Desperadoes. 


One of the most startling highway robber- 
ies thet has ocourred im this city for some 
yexrs touk place this morning when Witliam 
«. Wright, a clerk inthe employ of the Mis- 
couri Street Railroad Company, who was 
coming t10m the Olive street car stables with 
a satchel containing $750 in currency 
end ear tickets, Was attacked and robbed of 
the valuable burden he carried. Shority 
after six o’ctock this morning Mr. Wrigot, 
after obtainipg a satchel containing - the 
monev and tickets he was in the habit 
of daily carrying from the QOtive street office 
at Thirty-second street to the office at Eight- 
eenth and Market streets, jumped into a car 
which be leit Nineteenth street. As he was 
wulkipg along Nineteenth while on the yacant 
lot between Olive and Pine, be was sud- 
denly confronted by three men, 
One, a burly ruffian, suddenly punched him 
in the stomach, while another grasped hts 
throat, and while he was being choked, tne 
third snatched his satchel and all three jump- 
edintoa buggy which was 1n Waitiug In an 
alley a ebort distance from where the en- 
counter took place. 

THE THIEVING TRIO 

drove like lhebtning away from the scene, 
and Mr. Wright was left almost prostrate 
on the street. In the scuille 
which he bad with the highwaymea 
Mr. Wright was very roughly handied, and a 
deep dent in his neck on the left side iudi- 
eatesibat he madea hard resistance before 
he surrendered up his employers’ money, Mr. 
Wright, when spokem to by a PosT-DISPATCH 
reporter, said that on Sunday morn- 
ing last’ he noticed the same 
three men who attacked him = to-day 
standing on the corner near the office 
on Market and Ejighieenth streets. At the 
time he spoke of the matter. as he had been 
led by watching their action to suspect that 
their object wasto rob him. No attention 
was paid to bis suspicions, however, in the 
office, and the result shows that if the nec- 
essary precautions had been taken the rail- 
rorzd company would now be in possesion of 
the amount they have lost. 

Mr. Wright was in the habit of taking home 
every evenmg the books used fer the transac- 
tion of business in the Market street oftice aud 
leaving them at the Olive street office. Two 
sets of books are Kept, and it is necessary that 
they should be both compared and balanced 
at the prineipal office of the com- 
pany. After leaving the books at 
the Olive street office, Mr. Wright 
went home and the next morning called for 
them, and also for the amount of money aad 
the usual number of cartickets sent over to 
the Market street oilice. He has heenin the 
habit of doing this for more than a year past, 
and his empioyers have every faitu ia his 
integrity and capacity. 

THE DARING HIGHWAYMEN, 
immediately after the completion of the 
robbery, jumped into their buggy, which 
was stutionedin analley opposite to where 
the struggle took piace, and drove off ata 
rapid rate. Atthe eorner of Morgan and 
Eighteenth streets, it was afterward 
ascertained that atthat point the buggy had 
been overturned and a policeman assisied the 
robbers to right the Vebicle, sup- 
pesivg that they were all correct and 
not the possessors of property obtained by 
the garoting of a citizen om the public street 
in broad daylight. 

ONWARD THEY SPED, 
and no clue totbeir destination or their iden- 
tity car: be found by the police. Shortly after 
the robbery had oocurred Mr. Wright, under 
instructions from ihe superintendent of the 
railway company, went te the Four Courts 
and reported the affair tw the 
police. One of the men wh at- 
tacked him, he says, wus tall and slim 
and hadablack moustache. He wore a 
slouch hat ard dark suit of clothes. He was 
the 1nap who first struck Mr. Wrigbt. Anoth- 
er of the highwsymen he describes as 
being ‘*short and chunky”? and 
dressed ina brown suit of clothes. Mr. 
Wrigbt. upon being brought through the 
Rogue: Gallery, after a brief inspection of 
the photozraphs exhibited there, 

IDENTIFIED THE PICTURES 
of his three assailants. The names of 
them, however, the police are unwii!- 
ing to disclose, as it might inter- 
fere with their capture. The _ police 
seem determined. if possible, to secure 
the bold highwaymen, and if they 
do it looks as if they were = good 
for a iong term in State prison. Mr. 
Wright says that for some days past he no- 
ticed the men who assauited aml robbed 
him prowling around, and had 
become uneasy, as he was accustomed 
morning aud evening to bave to travel witha 
large amount of money on his person. The 
vround 1p a vacapt loton Nineteenth street, 
between Pine and Qlive, almost opposite 
an alley in whichtbe buggy which carried the 
ibieves away was in readiness,was much dis- 
tui bed, and gave evidence of the 
fight the stalwart clerk made before he gave 
up the money entrusted to him by his em- 
ployeas. The print of feet and the displace- 
ment of weeds were plainly visible. 

Nu CLUE 

as yet has been discovered as to who the rob- 
bers were. Inthe vicinity ofthe car stables 
on Market street it is said that they were 
strangers, butit ie a fact that somehow or oth- 
er they obtained the infcrmation that Wrizht 
wus in the habit of carrying money and 
tickets to and from the Olive and 
Market street offices. Mr. Wright 
was very severely handled 
by the ruffians, but with tbe exception of 
quite a baaly bruised throat, be shows nw in- 
dications of the conflictin which he was ep- 
gauged this morning.

CHOKED TO DEATH. 


A Jealous California Lover’s Terrible 
cCrime—Killing a Sister-in-law. 
San Franciseo Cor. Philadelphia Times. 


The story of the murder of Delia J. Tilson 
by her brotber-in-law is of peculiar interest. 
The crime was caused by jealousy and the 
girl was literally choked to death. George 
Wheeler, aged about thirty-five years, gave 
himself into custody on Wednesday nizht on 
a charge of murder and proceeded to narrate 
the story with unparallelled coolness. 
W heeler’s wife is a\ear older than himself. 
were marriedian Boston eleven vears 
ago. His father iv a Second Advent minister 
in tbe tewn of Gorbain, Madne. Lis wife’s 
sister, Delia Tison, twenty-one vears od, went 
with Wheeler and wife from Boston to New 
York, three years ago, and lived in the same 
room withthem. Though Mrs. Wheeler dis- 
covered illicit relations between Whecler and 
Delia, ali contmued to live toge' her and came 
to San Francisco six months ago. But 
Wheeler did not procure remunerative em- 
ployment and wentto Cizo torun an engine, 
Whiie there Delia received attention from 
George Hickbaam, which aroused the jea'ou+y 
of Wheeler, who arranged that Detia should 
accompany him to San Francisco, where Mrs. 
Wheeler joined toem after receiving a remit- 
tance. Hickhbam visited Delia in San Franci:- 
co and paid her attentions, taking her to ride 
and places of amusement, staying out pretty 
date, and, according to Wheelcr’s  state- 
ments, suspected in esta»lishing im- 
proper retations with ber, and she agreed to 
go away With him. 

Incensed with jealousy, |Wheeler formed 
the desperate resolve to take her life rather 
than have her live with the man he calleda 
gembler yond blackleg. In his own words, 
‘*sbe seemed to feel herown disgrace very 
keenly and begged me to cut her throat. She 
aid pet wantto go with Hickhma, but such 
was his influence over her that she must go 
With bim, and she said she would rather die 
than doit. Then sBe asked me to cut her 
throat. I told ber thatI could not bear to 
see ber blood, but I told her that 
I could choke ber. She said, ‘Very well,’ 
aud sat in my lap, when I placed one hand 
oc her mouth ard with the other grasped her 
throat, and sbe, throwing her héad back on 
mv shoulder, died like a chNd. She struy- 
gied but little. At first she looked into my 
eyes, ond 1. kissing them, told her to close 
them, which she did, and thus she passed 
awn. When I found sne was dead I opened 
ber trunk and, taking out ber clothes, placed 
berinit. Sbe was a slight, delicate little 
girl, and I doubled up her ijegs and got her in 
witbout any tronble ’”? 

‘*And why did you place ber in the trunk? 
Did you intend excaping?’? *-Ob, no; I nev- 
er tried to escape. I put her into the trunk 
so thatshe wouid be out of the way if Hick- 
bam came into the room. I did nut want that 
man toseeher. I then, in theevening, gath- 
ered up wy papers andalittle sack of ners 
“bd came to the City Prison.’’ 

**Do you not feel any remorse?’ ‘Yes, I 
Gc; lam sorry now that 1 didit, but I could 
not have her go with that man. I loved her 
better than my life. She wus always true to 
me, while my wife was not.”’ ) 

‘“‘Wby did you not take your sister and 
leave the city?’  ‘**She did not want to do 
that. She said that we had not money 
enough. Sbe said she preferved to die. She 
had repeatedly asked meto kil! ber within 
the last three weeks. I knew that it would 
cost me my life to kiil Delia, but [ had rather 
kill her than tosee her with that man. I was 
willing to die forit. It’s a hard thing fora 
man as yourg and heathy asIam to throw 
his lifeaway. It is terrible, but I could not 
see my sister ruined and I willingly lay down 
my life for her. I want to be hanged as 
quicklv as possible. If I had known as much 
about prisons ag I do now I would have taken 
my own life myself, besides my darling’s, 
yesterday. But that man isto blame for it 
all. Ihad to doit and Iam willing to suffer 
for it.’

Anna Stiles, of South Windsor, who, in Feb- 
ruary, 1871, was arrested and tried for an at- 
tempt to murder two families, her neighbors, 
by poison. The case has now become, for rea- 
sons which we will presently relate, a very 
peculiar and interesting one. On Friday, 
February 17, 1871, Mrs. Stiles (evidently it 
was she) sent through the mail a poisoned 
package of candv to each of the two families 
of Evelyn R Pitkin and Lester Dewey,of South 
Windsor. The packages camefrom Windsor 
Locks,on the opposite (or west) side of the 
Connecticut River. The post-office 
clerk here testified that on that day 
a woman ‘and a boy drove up 
inasleigh to mail the two packages. The 
woman paid the postage—$1 18—and the pack- 
ages were sent to Mrs. Pitkin and Mrs. 
Dewey, in South Windsor. It became plain, 
on the subsequent examination, that the 
woman was Mrs. Stiles. The candy was 
poisoned with arsenic. Mrs. Dewey gave it 
to her two childrem, and she and her husband 
also ate some of it, and all were made deathly 
sick and suffered great agony, but saved their 
lives by emetics. Mrs. Pitkin and her seven 
children were alffearfully poisened, and both 
houses were turned into hospitals; but we 
believe no death resulted. Circumstances 
pointed to Mrs. Stiles as the guilty person. She 
was said to be of ajeaious and bad disposition. 
Mrs. Dewey had once — house for her, when 
Mrs. Stiles was sick. hat cause of dislike 
existed, 1f any, to make Mrs. Stiles hate her 
and her other neighbor, Mrs. Pitkin, was not 
made known; but Mrs. Stiles was arrested 
February 21, and after a full hearing before 
a Justice, was bound over: for trial at the 
March term of tne Supreme Court. At that 
term Judge Granger assigned the trial for the 
July term. Atthe July term the jury found 
ative bill for *‘sssault with attempt at mur- 
der.’’ Judge Elisa Jobnson, the counsel for 
the prisover, claimed that she was insane; 
aud itsppearingto the court that she was 
somewhat ineane, Judge Pardee directed that 
the prisoner be taken to the State Hospital 
for the Insane, at Middletown, and kept there 
till she recovered. Mrs. Stiles. 
was removed to Middletown, but 
remained, we believe. in the Hart- 
ford jail, in custedy of the Sheriff, till tbe 
winter of 1571-2, when she was takento the 
asylum. A few days ago notice was sent to 
the Judge and Sheriff, by Shew, the Super- 
intendent of the Middietown Asylum, that 
Mrs. Stiles wasentirely restored to sanity, 
and asking thatsbe be removed from the 
thle 5 A consultation here of Judge and 
Sheriff resulted in the conclusion by Judge 
Pardee thatthe only legal course now isto 
bring the woman back to Hartford Jail pre- 
poratory to the assignment of her case for a 
new trial. Sheriff Seymour on Thursday 
wentdown to Middletown 4o get her, but 
Mrs. Stiles deciined to be taken out. It has 
been decided to let her remain in tha asylum 
til the December term of the _ court, 
when ihe Judge will direct what shall be 
cone. :

LUCIA DK LAMMHRMOOR. 


How Walter Scott Wrote the Remark- 
able Storey Racked by Pain. 
New York Letter to Cin. Gazette. 

The presentation of this famous opera a 
the Academy of Music on Monday nigh 
opened the season in a brilliant manner 
Signoy Ravelli was wall received in his debut 
before an American audience, while Madam 
Gerster was honored by the warmest maai- 
festatiov of popularity. Col. Mapleson cer- 
tainly bas reason to feel highly satisfied with 
the public appreciation of his efforts. While 
the opera is thus awakening applause, how 


little the public can imagine the sad feature,: 


which mark its origin. The **Bride of Lam- 
mermoor’’ was written when its mysterious 
author (then termed the ‘‘Great Unknown’’) 
was atthe hight of his popularity, but it was 
also a time when he was suffering severe dis- 
ease. He was,in fact, frequently al- 
most crazed with bodily agony, 
notwithstanding which he dictated this 
ramarkable work of fiction. Scott was then 
forty-eight, and as the great **Unknown” had 
awakened the curiosity and admiration both 
of Great Britain and the United States. Six 
years previous!y he had issued Waverly aad 
the additional works during this interval and 
continually increased his reputation. Scott 
had up to that time been his own scribe, but 
in the Bride of Lammermoor he employed an 
amanuensis. This man (John Banuatyce) 
says that the author, who lay on the sofa 
sometimes, accompanied each sentence with 
aeroan oftorment. Once the secretary be- 
sought him to stop dictating, since auible 
sufferimgs filled every pause. ‘‘Nay,’’ re- 
plied the prostrate author, ‘only see that the 
doows are fast. I would fain keep all the cry 
to ourselves.’’ 

Lockhart says that the effect of this pain- 
ful attack was such that ‘**his countenance 
Was meager and haggard, bis clothes hung 
loosely about him, his complexion was the 
deadliest yellow of the jaundice, and bis hair 
bad duripg a few weeks become almost 
white.’’ He also says that, being at this 
time at Abbottsford, Scott bad a very severe 
attack, and adds: ‘‘I can never forget the 

groans which bis agony extorted from him.’’ 

Lockhart considered the Bride of Lammer- 
moor the purest and most powerful! 
tragedy that Scott ever penned, and 
this gives special interest to the 
following statement of Bannatyre: 
‘*The book was not only written, but pub- 
jished before the author was able to leave his 
bed, and he assured me that when put in his 
hand he did not recall a single incident, char- 
acter or conversation which it contained. 
Tbe original tradition (learned in childhood) 
held its place in his memory. but nothing of 
his own work wasthere.” Itis not surpris- 
ing that Bannatyre adds: “The history of 
the buman mind contains notbing more won- 
dertul than this.’’ Scott having learnedthat 
the book was produced during this oblivious 
condition, read it with much anxiety, but 
was gratified to find nothing improper im its 
pages. 


An Anecdote of Gladstone, 
From Scribner fer Novembcr, 

The man is more interesting than any of the 
parts he has been called to play; but we come 
10 understand the man better by seeing how 
be shapes and molds these parts. As an ora- 
tor, bis conspicuous merits, beside his strik- 
ing countenance, dignified action, and avoice 
full, rich, and admirably modulated, are fer- 
tility xd readiness. Heseems to have al- 
Ways at command am inexhaustible store of 
ideas, reasons. iilustrations whatever be the 
subject be is required to deal with. Of all 
great English speakers, probably no one, not 
even Wm. Pitt, bas been so independent of 
preparation. ven Fox, swift ana rushing as 
he was, was great only in reply, when his 
feelings were heated by the atmosphere of 
battle, whereas Mr. Gladstone isjust as ani- 
mated and forcible in #n opening, or in a 
purely ornamental and urcontentious ha- 
rancue as in the midst of parliamentary strife. 
Of the many anecdotes that are current illus- 
trating his amazing power of rising to an oc- 
casion, one may be given which has the merit 
of being true. On the afternoon when he 
wasto make an important motion inthe 
House of Commons, a friend, happening to 
call upon him between 2 and 3 o’clock, found 
him just sitting down to make some notes of 
the coming speech. He laid aside his pen 
and talked for awhile then jotted down afew 
heads on paper, went down to the House be- 
fore 4 o’clock, found himself drawn intoa 
prelimmary controversy of avery trying na- 
ture, in which he had to repel se many ques- 
tions and attacks that it Was past 6 before he 
arose to make the great speech. He then dis- 
covered that, as he had left his eyeglasses at 
home, his notes were practically useless, put 
them quietly back into his coat pocket, and 
delivered with no aid to his memory,and up- 
on that one hour’s preparation, a powerful 
argument interspersed with passages of won- 
derful passion and pathos, which lasted for 
three hours, and will always rank among his 
finest efforts. 


Terrible Fate of Capt. Sawyer. 
From the Detroit Free Press. 

The Free Press of yesterday mornihz had 
the startling intelligence of the drowning of 
Capt. Joseph Sawyer. superintendent of the 
life-saving service in this district, who has 
long been aresident of Detroit and favor- 
ably known by most of our marine men. 
Capt. Sawyer was returning from his trip to 
the station at Forty-Miie point, sixteen 
miles northwest of Rogers City, where he had 
zone to settle with the men for the last quar- 
ter, and was returning to Rogers Citv in a 
Sail-boat, accompanied by Capt. Feeban, 
head of the Forty-Mjle point life-saving 
crew, and Joseph Valentine, one of its mem- 
bers. Their sail-boat was suddenly liffed by 
@ squall of wind so that it filled and sank im- 
mediately stern first, one and a half miles 
from the pier at Rogers City. They had been 
out three hours from Forty-Mile point 
station, and sank about 10:30 o’clock in the 
morning. They all clung to the rigging and 
hoped they should be noticed by some one on 
the pier, as they could see several persons 
maving about there. 

Despairing, at length Valentine struck out 
for the shore, but on account of the high sea 
and cold was soon obliged to return. Capt. 
Feeban also tried to reach the shore, but had 
to return back. Valentine made another ef- 
fortfor the pier, but hopelessly failed, and 
Capt. Sawyer resolved to try himself. He 
had gone but a short distance when he sank 
without asign. Capt. Feeban, clinging to 
the spar, thought the boat was lifted from the 
bottom, and attempted to paddle with one 
band, holding on with the other. He lost his 
hold upon the spar and sank. Valentine then 
iashed himself to the spar, taking all he could 
lind that would do for covering, and anxiously 
waited for suecor. This arrived about 1 
o'clock. He was taken ashore and everything 
Possible done to stir his blood into action. He
